READY FOR WORE

The Relief Committae Walting for a Report
From tht Disaster.

The Committee on Supplies for the reliefl
of the sufferers met at 9:30 lust night in the
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce. They
had sent telegrams to Oil City to the com-
mittee that left in the afternoon, telling
them to order any supplies needed that the
latter might be sent early this morning.
XNothing was heard from Oil City until
nearly midnight when a brief telegram was
received by H. D. W. Eaglish from Mavor
Gourler, which read: *“We will report
fully on return in the morning.”

The members of the commirttee eould not
understand why relief was not wanted at
onee, and J. Morton Hall, of the committee,
telephoned to the Allegheny Valley offices
to learn what they know from the oil coun-
tryv. The railroad officials notified the com-
mittee that the Pittsburg committee had
left Ol City for home at 11 o'eleck, and
would arrive here at 7:30 thiz morning
The c¢ommittee then adjourned to meet
again at that hour to receive the report of
the Visiting Committee,

During the evening the Committee on
Bupplies was called on at the Chamber of
Commerce by a committee of ladies from
the Hospital Saturday and Sunday Associa-
tion, who tendered the assisiance of that or-
ganization for anything the committee de-
sired them o de,

Mr. I. N. Pew received a telegram from
Mayor Emerson, of Titusville, yesterday
saying 61 bodies had been found there up
to 2 o’clock and more were being found
continually.

A CARLOAD OF COFFINB

They Are Sent to the Disaster—Women

A carload of coffins and two earloads of
heds and and bedding were shipped to il
City over the Allegheny Valley Railroad
vesterday morning. Thousands of people
coming into the eity on the morning trains,
who had just heard of the ealam-
iy, stopped  and  watched with
melaneholy interest the loading of the
coffins. There were 35 roughboxes and 23
caskets, and after the incoming passengers
watehed the loading of the eoffins and the
bedding they hurried on to their work with
heavy bearts.

found erowded with Pittsburgers who have
relatives there, and many of those who hur-
ried to the secene were not sure that the cof-
fins were uot ior some of their loved ones
and many of the women could not repress
their cmotions, and some of them broke
down and wept like distressed children,

AR EYEWITNESS TALES

John Newell Tells of the Disaster and Says
thes Worst Has Not Been Told,

John Newell, the hotel man, was at his
home in Titusville on Sunday when the
flood and conflagration oceurred. Mr
Newell returned to Pittsburg last night.
He says the ealamity was the greatest ever
witnessed by him, and he thinks the loss is
greater than has been revorted. “It was
an awful seene,”” Mr. Newell said. **That
portion of Titusville below Spring street is
still sobmerged, and T sam fearful that
many people have perished in that quarter
who have not vet been found.
